Northampton County supervisors on 
Tuesday, Oct. 10, unanimously passed 
a resolution affirming their opposi- 
tion to proposed state legislation that 
would limit or eliminate a locality’s 
ability to regulate short-term rentals 
managed by Realtors. 

“The enactment of such legislation 
would violate the property rights of 
Northampton citizens by eliminating 
their elected Supervisors’ ability to 
create ordinances to protect the quality 
of life within our local community,” 
the resolution stated in part. 

Northampton supervisors are mov- 
ing forward with efforts to slow the 
proliferation of short-term rentals in 
the county.

Another resolution passed on Oct. 
10 initiated the process of amend- 
ing the county zoning ordinance to 
require minor special-use permits 
for future short-term rentals. The 
resolution referred the matter to the 
Northampton planning commission. 

Short-term rentals are currently 
allowed by right, meaning no property 
owner needs a permit to rent out a home 
or part of a home to tourists or other 
visitors for a period of 30 days or less. 

Northampton’s resolution in oppo- 
sition to House Bill 2271 and Senate 
Bill 1391 noted the desire to limit 
short-term rentals because the over- 
abundance of these units contributes 
to the lack of affordable long-term 
rentals for residents. 

The towns of Onancock and Cape 
Charles also have put their opposition 
to the bills in writing. 

Cape Charles Councilman Paul 
Grossman reached out to candidates 
seeking to represent the Eastern 
Shore in the Virginia General Assem- 
bly and asked them to comment. 

Del. Robert Bloxom stated he would 
not support the measure. 

Charlena Jones, a Northampton 


school board member who is challeng- 
ing Bloxom, recalled that she “wit- 
nessed a stack of rejected teacher con- 
tracts” because potential new teachers 
couldn’t find housing or afford rent. 

She acknowledged the need to bal- 
ance the numbers of short-term and 
long-term rentals and said she would 
refer to experts for their recommen- 
dation. 

State Sen. Bill DeSteph, who is 
running for reelection in the Eastern 
Shore’s district due to redistricting, 
is taking a measured approach. 

He told the Eastern Shore Post that 
he would withhold judgment of the 
bill without reading it in its entirety, 
and he would consider supporting the 
bill only “if it’s fair” for both Realtors 
and homeowners. 

DeSteph acknowledged that a 
similar measure created problems in 
Virginia Beach, where short-term 
rentals were “not compatible with the 
neighborhood,” but was successful in 
the nearby community of Sandbridge. 

He said the proposed bill likely 
would not advance due to pending 
lawsuits. 

Victoria Leuvano, who is challeng- 
ing DeSteph, responded to the request 
for comment, but only to ask a clarify- 
ing question about the bill, Grossman 
said.

The Oct. 10 security checkpoint 
lasted from 5 p.m. to 9 p.m.

It's time to stop thinking 
of pets as disposable 


Adoptions of dogs and cats surged during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. But the ensuing inflation made 
pet care expensive. And as life got busier, there was 
less time for the care of cats and dogs. So the animals 
again have been given up for adoption. 

It’s a national trend that has impacted the Shore. In 
a Sept. 29 article in the Eastern Shore Post, an official 
at the Eastern Shore Regional Animal Control Facility 
said pet owners returned about 20% of the dogs adopted 
during the pandemic. Many are going to rescue agencies. 

The inevitable then happens. Of the 767 dogs and 
cats that came to the shelter in 2022, 68 dogs and 148 
cats were euthanized. That’s more than four pets each 
week put down and incinerated at the Melfa facility. 
The number increased dramatically in 2023. 

When it comes to big purchases, we have a send-it- 
back and throw-it-away society. It shouldn’t also apply 
to pets. 

Once we fixed televisions that broke. Now we toss 
them. Once we gave gifts. Now we include the receipt 
with the gift so it can be easily returned. Almost 18% 
of merchandise sold during the 2022 holiday season 
was returned. 

We shouldn’t treat pets the same way. It’s not like 
buying a microwave oven or gaudy Christmas sweater. 
Pets are a great joy but a great commitment — some- 
times for the next 10 or 20 years. 

There is significant time and expense involved — 
and signficant pleasure and happiness to be gained. 

Ensuring the number of unwanted animals is kept to 
a minimum is good for the Eastern Shore.

Holden, Cooper, and scorecard 
further divide our community 


To the editor: 

Iam so disappointed with Ted Shockley’s Oct. 13 
column, “Updating the Eastern Shore Racial Rela- 
tions Scorecard.” 

I find it troubling that he keeps a tally of racial 
offenses. He holds the power, as an owner of the lo- 
cal newspaper, to print or not print articles that in- 
fluence our community. The articles can be opinion- 
ated or just the facts. 

Provide our community with a transcript, which 
can be checked for accuracy, alongside the lives- 
treamed video of Ronnie Holden and Cedrick Coo- 
per addressing the congregation at Gaskins Chapel 
A.M.E. Church on Sept. 17. 

Holden said, “We do not want Accomack County 
or the state of Virginia to look like institutionalized 
Florida, where they teach that slavery was good. It 
gave Black folk a chance to get a trade.” Ask to sub- 
stantiate the claim of “institutionalized Florida” 
with facts and unbiased sources. 

Cooper mentioned hidden agendas not beneficial 
to our community going on behind the scenes and 
said if we do not stop some of these things, our chil- 
dren will suffer. Ask what the agendas are and what 


needs to be stopped. 

Cooper asked for the congregation’s support for 
himself, Holden, and other board members and said, 
“We have to realize that some people want things to go 
back to how they used to be. That’s what we are not go- 
ing to allow to happen. We are too strong as a commu- 
nity; especially when we stick together, they fear us.” 

The transcript and audio should be viewed in its en- 
tirety to keep the message in context. Knowing the con- 
text prevents it from being “perceived” as otherwise. 

Holden’s and Cooper’s statements and Shock- 
ley’s scorecard are the types of things that fur- 
ther divide our community. We should be focused 
on bringing people together to find solutions that 
make Accomack County a great place to live.

13 column on race relations as they pertain to the 
Eastern Shore, “Updating the Eastern Shore Racial 
Relations Scorecard.” 

I must add that Iam greatly impressed with his 
stance on the realities of the relationships between 
the Black community and the White community. 

He used two very succinct and differing situa- 
tions — the young, Black people in Bay Creek and 
the insensitive statement uttered by Cedrick Cooper 
— to emphasize just how very far we have to go be- 
fore the past and all the harm that came with it can 
be finally rectified. Before that happens we cannot, 
as a united society, move on. 

When Cooper misspoke, or the residents of Bay 
Creek dialed 911, there was a long line of history 
behind these two deeds. 

Now I understand why Cooper said what he said. 
In fact, there is a strong vein of truth running 
through that statement. And his explanation is 
plausible, as well. 

It’s astatement meant to unite, yet is tinged with 
hurt, hatred, and fear. I don’t accuse Cooper of either 
of those emotions, but I do accuse him of naivete. 

If he is going to be a candidate, he must choose 
his statements and wording much, much more care- 
fully, especially if he wants to represent all people. 

In Bay Creek, visions of Trayvon Martin and Ah- 
maud Arbery come to mind when White, affluent 
people react negatively and call law enforcement to 
come and save them. 

Had it been some random White teenager, or 
even a group of rowdy, loud, White teenagers, 
would the same have occurred? Probably not. 


It is not a crime to be Black and in public. Rights- 
of-way exist for that very reason — so people can 
walk (or ride golf carts) on public streets without ha- 
rassment and fear of being arrested for trespassing. 

These scenarios clearly define the crux of the 
problems today — misunderstandings, words either 
taken out of context or misinterpreted, group men- 
tality, and cultural isolation. 

All Americans are close in ideals and values. We 
have anger against injustices, hate paying too much 
in taxes, love our families, love our churches, love our 
faith, cry, laugh, party, suffer heartache, and rise in 
triumph over personal accomplishments. We try, we 
fail, we try again. In other words, we are human. 

The problems begin when we see each other as 
unequal. And that begins in darkness and in igno- 
rance. The beginning of understanding is learning 
what we need to understand.

Parksley food truck owner: ‘I am being persecuted by the town

My husband, Theslet, and I are U.S. citizens. We 
have four children born and raised in Parksley. I ap- 
preciate everyone who supports our businesses, the 
market and food truck located at 243812 Bennett St., 
Parksley. Both are licensed by the State of Virginia, 
USDA, Accomack County, and the town of Parksley. 

The biggest problem is that the town of Parksley 
took pictures of my truck and accused me of drop- 
ping oil on the street, which is not the case. The 
town gave mea citation for $2,500 to pay as a fine. 
What the town said was not true. 

The town of Parksley discovered that it was a 
pipe that had burst underground. 

Without warning me, the town dug in front of 
the business with a tractor. The town left the trac- 
tor in front of my business so people couldn’t park 
when they came to the store. 

This impacted my business — I didn’t do the business 
that I wanted to do, and I lost a lot of food from the mar- 
ket. A lot of my food was spoiled, so I had to trash it. 

What is worse, the mayor pretended that he wanted 
to help, but he just wanted to close my business. Why? 

On June 16, 2023, the town sent someone to cut 
off the pipe from my food truck, saying that the 
water in the truck goes to the septic tank on the 
street. That’s not true; when the dirty water tank 
in the truck is full, a company takes the water away 
for me.

The next day I had a product delivered to me. The 
town did not want the truck driver to deliver the 
product in front of the market. Town council mem- 
ber Henry Nicholson insulted the truck driver. 

When I showed up, I told the driver that he must 
stop there to deliver the goods to me. Nicholson in- 
sulted me. The police came. Nicholson told the police 
that I did not have a license for my business. I gave all 
my licenses to the police. 

What he did next, in front of the police, was take 
acar that was in a nearby garage and park the car in 
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front of my business’ door. The police had to call some- 
one else to remove the car in front of my business. 

The reason I am writing today is because my busi- 
ness continues to suffer. I feel that I am being per- 
secuted by the town. 

I clean my yard. I put garbage cans outside for the 
town to pick up. The town does not pick up the trash. 

I have my car parked at my house, and the town 
asked me to remove it. I pay taxes. The town of 
Parksley passed an ordinance to have no permanent 
food trucks in Parksley. 

In my opinion, all Haitians should sell their hous- 
es and leave Parksley. Nobody should buy a house in 
Parksley. I don’t feel safe, and I’m also scared for 
my children’s safety in Parksley. 

Tam tired of this. Iam so depressed right now. This 
has all been a huge headache. I cannot take it anymore. 

Thanks to Tyson Foods Inc., Perdue Farms Inc., 
and everyone who has supported us thus far. 


Editor's note: Henry Nicholson of the Parksley Town Council said the town left 
the tractor, which is a backhoe, and traffic cones surrounding it, as a precaution fo 
keep people safe from the hole where the pipe burst. Nicholson said the Virginia 
Department of Transportation said the cones were not correctly spaced and the cor- 
rect spacing eliminated nearby street parking. He said the food truck was illegally 
hooked to the sewer system and the pipe was cut to prevent damage to the system 
and possible violations. Nicholson said the tractor-trailer truck was parked for a long 
period of time on the sidewalk and he asked the driver to move it, but the driver 
cursed at Nicholson. Nicholson said the town does not have its own trash collection 
and a waste-disposal business collects town trash. Nicholson said, “I've got no rea- 
son to shut down their business.”

To the editor: 

With elections upon us, I want my fellow vot- 
ers to know that Delegate Rob Bloxom was recently 
quite careless with sensitive, personal information, 
and reflected a flippant, careless attitude toward 
constituents struggling with unemployment. 

Here’s what happened: 

Recently unemployed myself, I was running into 
hurdles with the Virginia Employment Commis- 
sion. The VEC’s antiquated website doesn’t work 
well, staff members don’t answer their phones, and 
the local VEC office isn’t much help. 

Temailed Bloxom along with several others in the 
VEC and in Virginia government to ask for help. A flur- 


ry of emails later, progress was made, and I was grateful. 


This week, Bloxom forwarded an email exclu- 
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sively to me from a Norfolk woman who was unem- 
ployed and struggling with the VEC. 

Her email was filled with private, personal infor- 
mation, meant only for Bloxom and a few government 
officials. Bloxom’s forwarded email, which was not 
copied to anyone else, read in full: “You all did such a 
good job I have another. No good deed goes unpunished 
is the old saying. Seriously thanks in advance.” Clear- 
ly he intended that for other government officials, and 
not me. It was an honest mistake, but a seasoned poli- 
tician should not be making such mistakes with highly 
personal, sensitive information. Additionally, I was 
floored by his flippant remark that “no good deed goes 
unpunished,” implying that the good deed shown to me 
a week before (by helping with my VEC issues) now re- 
sults in the “punishment” of helping another Virginia 
citizen with her unemployment issues. 

Iemailed Bloxom about this, and received this re- 
ply: “Iam so sorry. This is what happens when an old 
person uses technology when their legislative assis- 


tant is out on maternity leave. Please forgive me.” I 
appreciated his apology, and I do forgive him, though 
I’m not sure the Norfolk woman would feel the same 
way. (I alerted her to the matter as well.) But Bloxom 
only compounded his error by blaming it on his age 
(60 is “old’”?) and his absent assistant. Really? A life- 
long businessman and veteran legislator doesn’t un- 
derstand how to use a simple technology that has been 
around for 30 years — half his lifetime? I understand 
the mistake, but I’m not buying the excuse. (And for 
what it’s worth, does his assistant want others to 
know she’s on maternity leave? Yet more sensitive in- 
formation that Bloxom felt free to share.) 

One can’t help but wonder if Bloxom is this care- 
less with other people’s sensitive information — or 
if he’s often this flippant in his attitude about help- 
ing people in need. I sincerely hope not.

Man found not guilty in Daugherty murder case

A jury in Accomack County Circuit Court re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty in the murder trial of 
Vontrell Lataize Trader, 34, charged with the mur- 
der of Jamar Antwyn Smith, known as “Muscle.” 

The killing occurred in Daugherty on Sunday 
March 6, 2022, after a weekend of heavy drinking 
and drug use. 

Friends and family members celebrated Trader’s 
birthday both Friday and Saturday nights. 

On Sunday morning, Smith’s body was found in 
the yard of a house on Drummondtown Road. He 
was shot four times in the head, neck and torso. 

Three of those wounds were fatal, said the medi- 
cal examiner who performed the autopsy. 

Smith’s body was discovered Sunday morning by 
the husband of a woman who lived in the house. 

He said he did not spend the night there but came 
by in the morning at about 7 a.m. to feed the six pit-

bulls he kept there. 

After seeing the body in the yard, he said he went 
upstairs and woke everyone up telling them about 
Smith and then gathered his children and drove 
them away from the house. 

The woman did not call 911 until he left at about 
7:50 a.m., said Commonwealth’s Attorney Spencer 
Morgan. 

“This is acircumstantial case, a case fraught with 
deception,” he told the jury. 

He said witnesses on the scene lied about who 
was in the house and told numerous conflicting 
stories. 

Because no one admitted to seeing any of the 
events that may have led up to the shooting, Morgan 
called his prosecution of the case “data driven.” 

He said two pieces of evidence proved Trader was 
the killer. 

Two shell casings collected near the body had the 
defendant’s partial DNA and a FBI expert was able 
to follow the movement of Trader’s cell phone during

the time leading up to the murder, using cell tower 
signals accessed by the phone as it traveled from an- 
other part of the county to the area where the mur- 
der was committed. 

Defense attorney Patrick Bales disagreed. He 
said the shell casings with Trader’s DNA could 
have been handled at an earlier time by Trader, or 
handled by Trader’s brother, whose DNA would be 
similar. 

Bales named others who he said had the opportu- 
nity to shoot Smith. He questioned the relevance of 
the cellphone location evidence, saying, “This on- 
ly tells you that the phone was somewhere, not a 
person.” 

Bales suggested Trader could have mistakenly left 
his phone in another person’s car and that its move- 
ment was not proof of Trader’s movements. 

The jury of 10 women and two men deliberated 
for two and a half hours before returning the ver- 
dict of not guilty to 2nd degree murder and use of 
a firearm.

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Drivers should watch 
out for deer on roads 


Fall is here and along with colorful 
leaves, crisp air, and shorter days, 
comes increased deer movements. 
Fall is the breeding season for white- 
tailed deer, so deer will be more ac- 
tive throughout November and De- 
cember than at any other time of the 
year. 

Deer also take advantage of road- 
side edges for foraging, particular- 
ly as other fall foods become limited. 
With shorter days as we transition 
into winter, motorists will be driv- 
ing more often in the dark, increas- 
ing the likelihood of encountering a 
deer on the road. 

The Virginia Department of Wild- 
life Resources recommends the fol- 
lowing tips to avoid hitting a deer: 

HM Slow down and be attentive, 
particularly at night (from dusk to 
dawn). 

M@ If you see one deer, slow down 
and watch out for others. Deer fre- 
quently travel in family groups. 


@ Deer habitually travel and cross 
roads in the same areas. Use caution 
when you see deer crossing signs in- 
stalled in these areas by the Virginia 
Department of Transportation. 

@ Apply brakes, even stop if nec- 
essary, to avoid hitting a deer, but 
do not swerve out of the lane to 
miss a deer. A collision with anoth- 
er vehicle, tree, or another object is 
likely to be more serious than hit- 
ting a deer. 

M@ Always wear a seat belt. Even 
if a collision is unavoidable, you are 
more likely to avoid injury or death 
if you are wearing a seat belt. 

@ If you hit or kill a deer or bear 
while driving, immediately report 
the accident to a local law enforce- 
ment officer in the county or city 
where the accident occurred. 

@ If you kill a deer or bear while 
driving, you may keep it for your 
own use if you report the accident to 
a local law enforcement officer where 
the accident occurred and the offi- 
cer (or Conservation Police Officer) 
views the animal and gives you a pos- 
session certificate.

(§ 56-232 et seq.) of the Code of Virginia ("Code"), Rule 5 VAC 5-20-80 of the Commission's 
Rules of Practice and Procedure (“Rules of Practice”), and Rule 20 VAC 5-201-10 et seq. of 
the Rules Governing Utility Rate Applications and Annual Informational Filings, requesting 
authority for a general increase in rates (“Application”). The Company requests that its new 
rates become effective, subject to refund, pending a final order in this matter, no later than 
180 days after the Company's Application is deemed complete. 

Aqua states that its Application follows the Company's most recent base rate proceeding 
in Case No. PUR-2020-00106 and indicates that the Company requests an increase in rates 
for water and wastewater service to produce an increase in water revenues of $5,214,892 and 
an increase in wastewater revenues of $1,696,121, for a combined increase of $6,911,013. 
According to the Application, the requested increases constitute an approximate 33.88% 
increase in water revenues and a 21.08% increase in wastewater revenues, for a combined 
increase of 29.49%. Aqua further notes that, by final order entered March 21, 2023, the 
Commission approved Aqua’s Water and Wastewater Infrastructure Service Charge ("WWISC") 
Riders. The Company states that since Aqua requests an increase in base rates, the Company 
proposes changes to the water and wastewater rate design in order to accommodate the reset 
of the WWISC Riders to $0.

The Company has also requested authorization to make one change to the Rules and 
Regulations of its tariff. The proposed change includes increasing the connection fees for 
water and wastewater to $2,500 and $4,500, respectively, and is discussed in greater detail in 
the Company's Schedule 41 attached to the Application.

been caught in 
the shallows 
on both sides 
of the peninsu- 
la from above 
the Maryland/ 
Virginia state 
line all the way 
down to Fisher- 
man Island. 


Bill Puppy drum 
and small 
Hall striped bass 


have been wel- 
come bycatches of the trout fishery. 

Offshore wreck fishing has been 
very good for black sea bass if you can 
find a window of opportunity between 
the numerous weather fronts to safely 
venture to fish the structures in 100- 
foot depths and beyond. 


Upper Shore 


Captain Matt Abell, at the Sea 
Hawk Sports Center, reported that 
some impressive rockfish (striped 
bass) and red drum action has been en- 
countered in the shallows of Tangier 
and Pocomoke sounds. The fish have 
been taken on chunks of soft crab, as 
well as on artificials such as twitch 
baits and paddletails. 

The best action has been occurring 
over grass beds and around submerged 
stumps, as well as around the target 
ships and rock piles. Upper Pocomoke 
Sound anglers have been finding small 
striped bass, puppy drum, and speck- 
led trout along the marsh islands and 
creek mouths, though the majority of 
recent catches have been under the 
minimum size limits. 

Access to the offshore fishery has 
been hampered due to the recent bouts

of blustery weather. Anglers that 
were able to sneak offshore during 
the brief lulls have been rewarded 
with catches of black sea bass on the 
deep water wrecks and mahi mahi 
that have been congregated around 
floating structures. Matt did receive 
a report of a swordfish landed out of 
Chincoteague. 


Wachapreague 
Captain Lindsay Paul, aboard 


the Almost Persuaded, told me that 
there are still some flounder hang- 
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ing around the seaside village, but 
a lot of them are on the short side 
of the legal size limit. Most of the 
flounder continue to be caught on 
Berkley Gulp with live minnows or 
silversides. 

Anglers targeting speckled trout 
and puppy drum have enjoyed some 
successful catches. 

The offshore ocean wrecks are still 
holding nice-sized black sea bass and a 
few triggerfish. Bluewater trollers and 
chunkers have been finding a few yellow- 
fin tuna, while anglers deep dropping 
have been bringing in catches of tilefish. 


Lower Shore 


Jeb Brady, at Bailey’s Bait & 
Tackle, confirmed that the speckled 
trout fishery remained the prima- 
ry focus of the lower Shore fishing 
community over the last week, with 
anglers reporting a good trout bite, 
both in quantity and quality of fish. 
The average trout catch has been in 
the 18- to 22-inch size range. 

The areas around the lower bay- 
side creeks and beaches from the 
Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tunnel up

to Hungars Creek has been produc- 
tive for anglers casting Mirrolures 
and soft plastics. Jeb was hopeful 
that the recent spell of nasty weath- 
er did not have any major impact on 
the trout fishery. 

Puppy drum catches have come 
from inside the lower bayside creeks 
for anglers fishing soft plastics un- 
der popping corks. 

Flounder and sheepshead contin- 
ue to be caught around submerged 
pieces of structure in the lower 
Chesapeake with black sea bass 
and gray tiggerfish on the offshore 
wrecks. 

Spot and gray trout catches have 
come from the Cape Charles and 
Kiptopeke State Park piers. 

Dan Bell, at Oceans East — East- 
ern Shore, described the recent 
speckled trout action as “hot from 
Hungars Creek to Plantation Creek, 
with some large trout being caught 
on the seaside as well. Artificials 


such as Mirrolures and soft plastics 
have been effective. 

Dan said that red drum, both 
puppies and trophy reds, are still 
biting, but recent weather condi- 
tions have made it tough to fish 
open waters. 

Sheepshead are still hitting 
chunks of crab over and around 
structures, and Dan _ specifical- 
ly cited the waters off Kiptopeke 
State Park and the pilings of the 
Fisherman Island bridge as produc- 
tive sites for sheepshead catches. 

The Spring Chesapeake Bay 
Striped Bass slot limit was incor- 
rectly listed last week for the Fall 
Chesapeake Bay Striped Bass sea- 
son. The correct Chesapeake Bay 
Fall Season slot limit is 20- to 
36-inches in total length. Anglers 
are allowed to possess one fish per 
day through December 31.

McComb is expected to be 
ready for this week’s game against Rappahannock 
County, but Bloxom and Perkins will sit out while 
undergoing mandatory concussion protocols. 

When you play 8-man football, losing two start- 
ers is quite a blow, but Ponies coach Wyle Maddox 
believes his team can regroup and win its last two 
games — at home vs. Rappahannock (38-5) at 7 p.m. 
Friday, Oct. 20, and on the road at winless Quanti- 
co (0-6) next week. 

Against VES, the Ponies were definite under- 
dogs. The Bishops average almost 37 points per 
game while giving up only 6.6. Chincoteague had 
little success moving the ball, venturing into Bish- 
op territory once, and never getting into the red 
zone. 

The visitors from Lynchburg scored just five 
minutes into the game, found the end zone on 
their first three possessions, and held a 24-0 lead 
at the half. The Bishops simply kept it rolling in 
the second half. 

The Ponies didn’t tally any offensive statistics 
of note, but several defensive players stood out: 
senior linebacker Elliott Garland (10 tackles), 
sophomore linebacker Garrett Daisey (8 tackles), 
and senior cornerback Jake Harper (4 tackles). 

Coach Maddox said Episcopal is “by far” the best 
team in Virginia’s 8-man league, and that Friday’s 
outcome was not unexpected. But he believes the 
Ponies can still salvage a .500 season, despite their 
rash of injuries. 

“We’re trying to battle,” he says. “We’re doing 
what we can. Winning the last two games is defi- 
nitely an achievable goal. Our question now is, are 
we going to be healthy enough to go do that?”

Cherrystone water withdrawal draws concern

Concerned citizens may have 
missed an opportunity to speak out 
publicly against a project that would 
withdraw up to 11.8 million gallons 
of water per year from the limited 
resource of the Eastern Shore’s deep 
aquifer. 

A public notice ran in the Sept. 
1 Eastern Shore Post regarding a 
groundwater withdrawal application 
for Cherrystone Campground, near 
Cheriton, to withdraw up to 3.34 mil- 
lion gallons of groundwater a month 
from the Middle and Lower York- 
town-Eastover aquifers. 

However, the public comment pe- 
riod on the matter ended on Oct. 2, 
and submitted responses may not have

been significant enough to prompt a 
public hearing. 

The Eastern Shore’s aquifer system 
is called a sole-source aquifer because 
there is no other available source of 
freshwater, such as river or stream, in 
the region. 

The aquifer system consists of the 
shallow Columbia aquifer and the 
deep Yorktown-Eastover aquifer sys- 
tem, which includes the Upper, Mid- 
dle, and Lower Yorktown-Eastover 
aquifers. 

The greater depth of the York- 
town-Eastover aquifer system allows 
for increased natural filtration, mak- 
ing it an ideal source of drinking wa- 
ter, officials say. 

Around 12% of annual rainfall, an 
average of 625 million gallons per day, 
reaches the shallow Columbia aquifer

and keeps it recharged. 

It’s difficult for rainwater to pen- 
etrate clay and reach the deep York- 
town-Eastover aquifer system, and 
only about 0.1% of annual rainfall, or 
9 million gallons per day, reaches that 
depth. 

Residents like Ken Dufty, of Ward- 
town, are concerned because by their 
rough calculations, at least 10 million 
gallons of water per day is drawn from 
the Yorktown-Eastover aquifer, which 
he says is unsustainable. 

Depleting an aquifer faster than it 
can be replenished can lead to prob- 
lems like saltwater intrusion, in which 
fresh groundwater that has been with- 
drawn is replaced by saltwater from 
nearby sources; and subsidence, in 
which nothing replaces the groundwa- 
ter that has been withdrawn, causing 


the ground to sink. 

An Eastern Shore of Virginia 
Ground Water Committee report 
confirms that the Yorktown-Easto- 
ver aquifer’s low recharge rate and 
the surrounding ocean water make 
the Shore more susceptible to salt- 
water intrusion than the Coastal 
Plain west of the Chesapeake Bay. 

However, convincing state officials 
that the Yorktown-Eastover aquifer 
is in jeopardy is difficult, as the avail- 
able data is limited and dates back to 
the 1980s. 

Dufty and other concerned citizens 
propose that the Yorktown-Eastover 
aquifer should be used only for drink- 
ing water and the Columbia aquifer is 
adequate for all other uses. 

A letter from the groundwater com-

mittee to Eric Seavey, the officer of 
the Virginia Department of Environ- 
mental Quality who is reviewing the 
Cherrystone Campground environ- 
mental permit application, outlines 
several issues. 

The groundwater committee ac- 
knowledges one reason why commer- 
cial establishments may prefer deep 
wells that access the Yorktown-Easto- 
ver aquifer: groundwater yield from 
the shallow Columbia aquifer is typi- 
cally lower. 

However, most wells that access 
the Columbia aquifer yield more 
than 20 and up to 100 gallons per 
minute, which is typically ade- 
quate, the groundwater committee 
noted. 

Furthermore, not every aquifer in 
the Yorktown-Eastover system always 
produces the desired yield.

Another reason environmental per- 
mit applicants give for wanting to ac- 
cess the deep aquifer is the need for 
potable, or drinking-quality, water. 

For example, a local oyster and clam 
grower requested access to the deep 
aquifer for potable water to clean its 
product. 

But the groundwater commit- 
tee pointed out that even though in 
some areas, water from the Colum- 
bia aquifer is potable only through 
treatment, numerous households get 
their drinking water from shallow 
wells. 

Even the Town of Chincoteague and 
YMCA Camp Silver Beach successful- 
ly use the shallow aquifer, the letter 
stated. 

Even though the deadline to re-

permit has passed, citizens are making 
their concerns known through other 
means, such as the Tuesday, Oct. 10, 
Northampton supervisors meeting. 
Granville Hogg, a Northampton 
County resident who lives roughly 
1,500 feet from Cherrystone Camp- 
ground’s property, objected to the 
business withdrawing millions 
of gallons of water from the Mid- 
dle and Lower Yorktown-Eastover 


aquifers. 

He noted that even his well 
that accesses the Upper York- 
town-Eastover aquifer has caused 
problems that have cost him thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Hogg said, “It’s time for us to 
stand up and say we need to reserve 
our groundwater for drinking pur- 
poses ... not washing the mud off of 
clams.”

Transfer of Sunset Bay sewage treatment to HRSD close 


Scenario would advance plans to expand public sewer service in the commerical areas of Main Street and Maddox Boulevard

Chincoteague is a step closer in its plans to trans- 
fer Sunset Bay’s sewage treatment facility to the 
Hampton Roads Sanitation District. 

The town council after a public hearing last 
month approved a resolution allowing Chincote- 
ague to take the property by eminent domain — a 
move that will free it from the covenants and re- 
strictions that prevent HRSD from taking over the 
two plants there. 

Once that clears the courts, the town is poised to 
transfer the facility to HRSD, advancing plans to ex- 
pand public sewer service in the commercial areas on 
Main Street and Maddox Boulevard. 

“Tt’s been a long time coming,” town council mem- 
ber Denise Bowden said of the move during Septem- 
ber’s meeting. 

Vice Mayor Christopher Bott called it a “momen-

tous occasion” in the multi-year project. 

Chincoteague acquired Sunset Bay’s sewage treat- 
ment facility in December 2022, but the Sunset Bay 
Homeowners Association still holds the covenants 
and restrictions that go along with the land, Town 
Manager Mike Tolbert said. 

“The only way HRSD is able, legally, to take the 
land from us when we give it to them ... is free and 
clear of all covenants and restrictions,” he said. 

To do that, the town council agreed to take the 
property by eminent domain in cooperation with the 
HOA. 

The town attorney filed the paperwork starting 
that process Sept. 26 and Chincoteague is waiting 
for the circuit court to schedule a hearing, Tolbert 
said. 

“Once the court schedules it and hears it, then we 
have an agreement ready to sign with HRSD ... to 
take over the plants,” he said. 

“This deal provides a good long-term solution

with a well-known and reputable entity in HRSD,” 
said Brian Jordan, of Sunset Bay’s HOA Board, 
during September’s meeting. 

HRSD’s Director of Water Technology and Re- 
search Charles Bott attended the meeting to answer 
neighbor’s questions about the project, which ranged 
from how HRSD plans to tackle noise and odor con- 
trol to whether designs will mesh with neighborhood 
aesthetics. 

He said “there’s nothing salvageable” in the two 
package sewage treatment plants at the facility and 
HRSD plans to replace them. 

“We’re in design right now to figure out how to do 
that and what to do,” he said. 

Sunset Bay’s plants can treat around 39,500 gal- 
lons of wastewater each day, but permits allow an ad- 
ditional capacity of 37,000 gallons per day, Charles 
Bott said. 

Tolbert called that “a very valuable commodity.”

“The downtown area is very lim- 
ited because a lot of the properties 
are built really close to the proper- 
ty line,” he said. “They really don’t 
have any land area to develop sew- 
age” treatment facilities. 

“This will give them a viable option to 
expand their business and give us a way to 
have some other types of businesses that 
we don’t already have downtown,” he said. 


Designing the plants 


One issue HRSD will tackle in up- 
grading the plants is continuing to 
treat wastewater while replacing the 
plants. 

“The most logical way to do that 
is to demo(lish) the small package 
plant and put in its place a package 
system that has, ideally, more ca- 
pacity than what’s there,” Charles 
Bott said. 

“We need some space for some tem-

porary tanks ... and we need some con- 
struction lay-down area as well,” he 
said. 

HRSD is negotiating with the U.S. 
Coast Guard to get a construction ease- 
ment to use its tennis court area on 
Main Street temporarily for that pur- 
pose, he said. 

In designing the new facility, HRSD 
plans to address noise from the blow- 
ers that inject air into wastewater by 
equipping them with sound enclosures 
and silencers, Charles Bott said.

The group is also discussing using 
odor control on “the parts of the plant 
that really need it,” such as the equal- 
ization tanks that are the first collec- 
tion area in treatment plants and aer- 
obic digester tanks, which use oxygen 
and bacteria to cut the volume of sew- 
age, he said. 

For aesthetics, HRSD plans to adda 
security fence that will “hide the treat- 
ment plant the best we can,” he said. 

Chincoteague agreed to fund up to 
$250,000 of the upgrades using Amer- 
ican Rescue Plan Act funding, Tolbert 
said. 

“HRSD will fund anything beyond 
that,” he said. 


Room to grow 


The town sought proposals from en- 
gineering firms for work on the new 
plants and plans to select a firm around 
the end of this month, Tolbert said. 

In addition to Sunset Bay’s condo- 
miniums, five or six businesses are al- 
ready connected to the sewage treat- 
ment facility, he said — but that num-

ber could grow in the future. 

HRSD could pursue permits for 
treating up to 340,000 gallons of 
wastewater per day, Charles Bott said. 
He noted the expansion would take 
place in stages over time. 

“We’ll build the capacity that we 
need when we need it,” he said. 

Chincoteague was part of a 2020 
Circuit Court decision to include all of 
Accomack County in an extension of 
the HRSD’s service area. 

The group is constructing a system 
of sewer pipes approximately 121,000 
feet long south of the island, between 
Accomac and Nassawadox. 

HRSD owns and operates eight ma- 
jor plants and six smaller plants in 
southeastern Virginia, serving almost 
2 million people, Charles Bott said. 

“We want their help and their ex- 
pertise with eliminating some of our 
problem,” said Mayor Arthur Leonard. 

“The town is getting the benefit of 
HRSD’s expertise and the expansion 
of the plants, the renovation of the 
plants, and additional sewage capaci- 
ty,” Tolbert said.

ACCOMACK 


County brokers possible poultry truce

Accomack County is poised to 
reach a compromise after over a doz- 
en neighbors spoke out against a de- 
cision allowing a poultry farm to re- 
sume raising chickens in Savageville 
— but the agreement hinges on an ap- 
peal filed with the circuit court. 

“This is a contentious issue to ma- 
ny folks,” said County Administrator 
Mike Mason, who was tasked with me- 
diating between farm owner Le Ung 
and concerned neighbors by the Ac- 
comack County Board of Supervisors 
last month. 

“The property owner has listened 
to us when we have reached out and 
tried to find some common ground,” 
he said in an update to the supervi- 
sors on Wednesday, Oct. 18. 

The pending agreement between 
Ung and Accomack County comes af- 
ter the Accomack Board of Zoning 
Appeals on Sept. 6 granted Ung ex- 
ceptions to the county’s poultry or- 
dinance, including a variance of 190 
feet from the county’s 200-foot set- 
back requirement from property lines 
— meaning a manure shed is 10 feet 
from a neighboring property. 

The BZA also granted a variance of 
41 feet from Accomack’s setback re- 
quirement from roads, which is 125 
feet from the center of state- or coun- 
ty-maintained roads. 

The board of zoning appeals acts 
separately from the county board of 
supervisors, which cannot alter its 
decision to grant the exceptions. 

“T know none of us would want a 
manure house 10 feet from our prop- 
erty line,” Supervisor Donald Hart 
said.

“In the southern end of the county, 
the majority — 90% — of the chicken 
houses ... are always in minority com- 
munities,” he said, “and it has always 
bothered me.” 

The Gaskins Road farm is in a his- 
torically Black neighborhood. 

Accomack allows poultry opera- 
tions by-right in its agricultural zon- 
ing district, where the farm is locat- 
ed. But because Ung’s poultry houses 
opened before current county guide- 
lines were established, they do not fol- 
low some of Accomack’s ordinances. 

The farm closed during the 
COVID-19 pandemic, when Tyson 
Foods canceled its contracts with 
poultry growers, farm manager Mark 
McCready said. 

Residents raised concerns during 
the board of zoning appeals’ Sept. 6 
meeting about re-opening the six poul- 
try houses that ranged from the envi- 
ronmental impacts of runoff from the 
chicken houses to the odor, noise, and 
airborne particles they generate. 

A group took action Oct. 6, when 
Geraldine Ficklin and Concerned Cit- 
izens of Savageville filed an appeal 
with Accomack Circuit Court request- 
ing the board of zoning appeals’ ap- 
proval of the setback variance be 
rescinded. 

Over 30 residents signed the peti- 
tion asking the court to enforce cur-
